Baseball 


The  1935  Season  saw  the  B.  H.  S.  Yellowjackets  safely  defend  their  A.  C. 
A.  L.  baseball  title,  which  they  won  last  year.  After  a  rather  poor  practice 
season,  the  Red  and  Gold  team  breezed  through  its  six  league  games,  with 
but  one  defeat.  This  defeat  was  suffered  at  the  hands  of  Richmond,  by  a 
score  of  11-12  in  a  ten-inning  game.

Dick  Becker  bore  the  brunt  of  the  pitching  burden  for  the  B.  H.  S. 
champions,  and  did  a  splendid  job.  He  was  ably  assisted  in  this  department 
by  Nicols,  Marshall,  Kohrs,  and  Donovan.  At  the  close  of  the  season  Dick 
was  unanimously  elected  honorary  captain. 

Merle  Alexander  and  Howard  Swift  shared  the  catching  duties  during 
the  season.  Although  not  such  great  hitters,  these  boys  showed  up  very 
well  defensively. 

Joe  George  in  his  second  year  played  stellar  ball  at  first  base.  George 
was  one  of  the  best  hitters,  collecting  four  home  runs  during  the  season.

ATHLETIC  SNAPS 


Swimming 

Although  there  were  no  stars  on  the  squad,  this  year's  Yellowjacket 
swimming  team  had  a  very  good  season,  winning  a  majority  of  their  meets. 

Competition  was  very  keen  around  the  Bay  region  this  year  and 
therefore  Berkeley  met  some  really  strong  squads.  However,  Berkeley  had 
a  good  team  and  usually  wound  up  on  the  long  end  of  the  final  score.  With 
such  competition  a  team  could  not  help  getting  some  valuable  experience 
and  improving  their  marks.  Therefore,  as  the  Pod  goes  to  press,  Berkeley 
is  top  favorite  to  take  the  Alameda  County  Athletic  League  title  for  the 
fourth  consecutive  time,  besides  placing  very  high  in  North  Coast  compe- 
tition. 

A  good  line  on  the  men  who  helped  to  make  the  team  this  year  may 
be  gained  from  the  list  of  entries  in  the  North  Coast  meet. 

Val  Smith  was  elected  captain  late  in  the  season  and,  just  to  show  his 
gratitude,  he  went  out  in  the  very  next  meet,  against  John  Swett  High, 
and  swam  the  hundred  yards  in  one  minute  flat,  the  fastest  hundred  swam 
by  a  Berkeley  man  since  George  Lawrence  was  competing  for  the  Red  and 
Gold.  Smith  also  performed  in  the  two-twenty  and  swam  a  lap  on  the  relay. 

Fran  Butts,  Masayuki  Iyama,  and  George  West  comprised  the  remain- 
der of  the  free  style  team.  Butts  consistently  won  the  fifty-yard  free  style 
besides  giving  Smith  some  good  races  in  the  hundred.  Iyama  and  West  were 
both  medley  artists  with  their  specialty  being  the  free  style,  Iyama  swim- 
ming the  fifty  and  West  the  two-twenty. 

Up  on  the  spring  board  the  diving  was  taken  care  of  by  Ray  Healy  and 
Bob  Lyman.  Healy  placed  either  first  or  second  in  nearly  every  meet  in 
which  he  took  part  while  Lyman  often  followed  him  in  the  final  standings. 

Chester  Richmond  and  Jim  Woodville  took  care  of  the  back  stroke 
in  an  able  fashion.  Richmond,  besides  swimming  the  back,  often  changed 
over  to  the  free  style  where  he  did  well.  Woodville,  a  lightweight,  swam 
unlimited  because  of  his  exceptional  speed. 

Breast-strokers,  Ken  Slusser  and  Charles  Shane,  although  not  as  good 
as  the  Teasdale-Kurtz  combination  of  a  few  years  back,  took  care  of  their 
event  very  well  and  won  many  places.
